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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the applicant's amendment and argument filed on 
December 18, 2007 in which claim 25 has been amended. Claims 1-5, 8-16, and 18-60 
are currently pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12/18/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

As per claims 1 , 25, 27, 38, and 49, the Applicant argues in substance that 
Chang and Parkvall fail to teach a predetennined bit pattern that indicates whether 
control information in the current transmission can be used alone for decoding a 
transport channel or whether at least a portion of control information from an earlier 
transmission must also be used for the decoding. However, the Examiner disagrees 
with the preceding arguments. Chang teaches transmitting a MAC signaling message 
including control information and a signaling indication indicating transmission of control 
of the control information, and a MAC signaling field (corresponding to predetermined 
bit pattern). Parkvall teaches the inclusion of TFCI in every transmitted sub-frame of 
DPCCH; The TFCI comprises 152=30 bits (corresponding to the predetennined bit 
pattern) and Parkvall further teaches data transmitted in the sub-frame on the DPDCH 
is decoded using the TFCUf information and forwarded to higher layer; and if DPDCH 
decoding is successful, decoding one or more DPDCH radio frames for a transmission 
time interval as indicated by TFCI [0073]-[0076] (i.e., indication for decoding is from the 
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TFCI). As recited in claims 2 and 3, the transport fonnat combination indicator (TFCI) 
contains control information and predetermined bit pattern. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill In the art, at the time of the invention, to implement 
the technique of Parkwall within the system of Chang in order that a majority votie on the 
sub-frame decoding attempts of a received radio frame is detemnined prior to any 
decoding attempt of an entire radio frame [0078]). 

The Applicant further argues that claims 2-5, 8-13, 18-19, 24, 26. 28-37, 39-48, 
and 50-60 are allowable for the reasons recited above. Given that claimsl , 25, 27, 38, 
and 49, therefore claims 2-5, 8-13, 18-19, 24, 26, 28-37, 39-48, and 50-60 are also 
rejected. The finality of the rejection is maintained. 

The objection of claims 14-16 and 20-23 is also maintained.
